TILE DRY DOCK AND THE RAIL- 
WA Y LANDS. 

The important toleyruuis published in 
yesterday's issue arc reassuring, it is it 
subject of deep regret for many reasons, 
that after all the troublesome ileluy thul oc- 
curred in passing the Settlement liill, that 
its provisions should tint have Leeu carried 
out with regard to the railway lands and 
the dry dock, ami in reynrd to the latter, at 
least, the provocation seemed almost un- 
necessary and the results proportionately 
uiischievious. In the matter of the drj dock, 
the same remarks will also apply, though in 
this case there i.s more excuse, as tin- work 
is a large one and has hitherto been con- 
ducted by both the contractors and the late 
provincial government in a very unsatisfac- 
tory manner. It was, indeed, slated at our 
time that the contract was awarded to Mc- 
Naruee & Co., but the arrangement does 
not appear to have been satisfactory, and it 
requires no greut stretch of imagination to 
conjecture how this might happen. There 
were, however, reasons, especially as re- 
garded the sub-contractors who were engag- 
ed with McKamee .V Co. ou llio work, that 
the firm should c any it on. One reason 
was a very simple one; it was believed that 
if McNamee & Co. were allowed to go i.u 
they would discharge their indebtedness. 
This, however, as far as the Dominion e,,\. 
eminent were concerned, appears to have 
been impracticable, and inns | hey state that 
fresh tenders for the work will he invited 
immediately, and that this is rendered 
necessary by the fa t that the sanction of 
the imperial government has been obtained 
for certain modifications in the present 
specifications, which will not, however, af- 
fect "the capacity or efljeieuoy of the struc- 
ture." Under tln se ciivmustmices the de- 
lay in currying on the dry dock, bowevei 
unpleasant and injurious to ourselves, has 
at least some excuse. In regard to tie- rail- 
way lands the Dominion government were 
well aware that considerable efforts had been 
made to induce iiuinigriiuls to emu.- to this 
province, and that considerable numbers 
arrived, and under these circumstances it 
was certainly n little hard lo deprive them 
of the prospect of obtaining eithei work or 
laud, especially when they were willing U) 
purchase the latter. We are also told that 
other important matters are in the way of 
being satisfactorily arranged, and thai 
"there is neither disposition nor intention 
on the part of the Dominion government to 
act in bad faith towards tie the province." 
To all of this we say Atnen, and believe it 
is the hope of the province generally, that 
there may be no more cause [or grumbling. 

THE LATE BISHUT SJMTSON. 

Bishop Simpson, the reports of whose 
failing health and filially death on June 
18, have been telegraphed all ever the 
country, was the senior bishop id the 
Methodist Church in the United States. 
For twenty-five years lie has been the 
steadiest pillar of that church, lie was 
born at Cadiz, Ohio, June 20 1811. His 
liberal education was the result of his own 
labors, for it is said tli.it when a boy he 
worked on tartna in the nil miner to pay for 
schooling during r.he winter, and was a 
tutor in Madison college in his 10th year. 
Ho waa graduated in medicine in is;;:;, 
and soon afterward entered the ministry. 
He was made a bishop at the general con- 
ference ill 1837, and since that tune has 
presided over conferences of his church in 
every State in the Union and in most of 
the Territories. He attended as a dele- 
gate, Irish and British conferences, and 
the Evangelical Alliance at Berlin, and al 
so traveled through (i recce, Turkey, Egypt 
and the Holy Land. During the American 
civil war ho delivered many addresses in 
behalf of the Union and in aid of the 
freedmen. He visited Europe a third 
time, in 1881, as a delegate to the First 
Methodist. Ecumenical Council, at which 
he delivered the opening address. The 
Bishop was the author of "A Hundred 
years of Meshodism" and "Cyclopedia of 
Medicine." The Simpson Centenary 
college at Indianola, established in 18157, 
promises to long keep the Bishop's name 
and memory green. That institution has 
about three hundred pupils of both sexes, 
and has law, medical an : commercial de- 
partments, with asieiil C and classical 
courses, the modern lui lages being sub- 
stituted for the ancient.. The S. F. liul- 
letin says of Bishop Simpson: "The 
power of the lute Bishop in the pulpit 
seemed to proceed chiefly from the in 
tensity of his feeling. He was both logi- 
cal and emotional. He used no notes. 
His voice was clear and ringing, Mid 
easily heard, and his words caught by the 
largest audiences. He was over six feet 
high, large boned, head of medium size, 
and slightly retreating forehead. In early 
manhood lie was very muscular and aide 
to build a stone wall; in hit late years he 
was grey-haired, bowed and venerable 
As the physical man became atteniiaut, 
the spiritual being showed brighter and 
brighter. The Bishop was the boon com- 
panion and moral adviser of Abraham 
Lincoln. There was much alike in the 
two men. Massive brain, broad hunianiiy, 
infinite compassion and nobleness of soul, 
made them both great. The funeral ora- 
tion over the fallen President was deliver- 
ed by his surviving friend." 

TllE following sensible remarks from 
tlio S. F. Chronicle will have the same 
effect here: "The action of the Board 
of Health in regard l" precautions 
against the spread of infectious diseases 
is to be commended. Moat of the dan- 
ger from smallpox, yellow fever and 
cholera conies by way of the sea from 
Chinese and South American |n rts. No 
regulations can be too stringent for flu- 
preservation of the public health, and 
any officer of a corporation who willfully 
jeopardizes the health of a wh >le city in 
order to save money to his employers 
ought to feel the heavy hand of the law. 
The captain of a ship should be held 
personally responsible for the sanitary 
condition of bis vessel, and it should be 
plainly understood that a quarantine in 
spection is not a mere form, hut is snmu 
thing in which he as well as the public is 
vitally interested. If the new rules for 
inspection of steamers are carried out to 
the letter we may rest assured that (In- 
city will be well guarded against the in 
traduction of contagious diseases. 

One very curious circumstance in con- 
nection with the unfortunate detention ol 
the steamer Mexico nf this port, is the 
amount of abuse which has been lavished 
on the health ufHoer, Dr. Jackson. Sow 
that gentleman bad not only the quarantine 
regulations f-pr his guidance but from the 
very first carefully consulted the Ottawa 
adthorities in everything, and we do not see 
what more an officer couhl do. At any rate 
foolish and ill-founded abuse must always 
be an object of contempt to mi official whose 
acts are directed and continued l>\ the de- 
partment that employs bun. 



The Alberni I>isiiiet. 

(Correspondence of The Colonist). 
Almost every day I run across people 
who have come to this province in search 
of land suitable for agriculture, and upon 
which they could settle and make comfort- 
able homes for themselves and families. 
Fur the benefit of such, will you allow me 
a little space to make some remarks about 
the Alberni country, from whence I have 
just returned, in company with a friend, 
having spent four days with the settlers, 
rambling through the country along the 
Sumas river. We went by way of Nttniu- 
mo by steamboat, thence took the trail to 
Qualicum, a distance of thirty -eight miles, 
and with one or two exceptions, the laud 
between these two points is worthless for 
agricultural purposes. From Qualiouin to 
Alborni, a distance of twenty miles you 
pass through a rough and mountainous 
country of little use excepting for its tim- 
ber. The scenery around Home Lake is 
beautiful — on the one side you have tin- 
clear deep waters of the hike and on the 
other the abrupt mountains towering 
above the clouds. After a tiresome jour- 
ney through thu mountains we reached Mr. 
P. Munlield's farm on Wednesday even- 
ing, and were kindly invited to spend the 
night. There are six or seven other set 
tiers in the valley who have some very 
good farms, and are satisfied with their 
present und future prospects. The oldest 
resident is one Mr. Taylor, a kind and 
hearty old titan who has a place of his 
own, and is taking charge of the Alberni 
farm, a Line piece of property owned by an 
English company. Mr. Clark has a nice 
place on the river, and his good wife n 
garden that would do credit lo the su 
burbs of Victoria, Messrs. Little, 
Clement and Evans are settled some little 
way back, and Father Ensson has a claim 
adjoining a Mr. Clark. The Somas river 
running through the settlement is perhaps 
the finest stream on the island; its line 
clear waters, as well as the adjoining lakes, 
abound with salmon and trout. Deer, 
geese, duck and grouse are abundant in 
the district. With few exceptions the 
whole of the valley is good land and well 
adapted for raising stock, its area is auf 
ficiently large to accommodate at least one 
hundred families my friend and myself 
have been su favorably impressed with the 
lrnd and locality that we have taken up 
claims there and intend to remove shortly 
when we will commence to improve our 
lands.

Her husband 
immediately sprang after her and waa 
afterwards picked up on tho beach un- 
conscious. A Swedish seaman swam ashore. 
The captain, mate's wife and three seamen 
were drowned. The mate's wife had 
borne up bravely from the time of spring- 
ing a leak until the going to pieces of the 
vessel, when her shrieks were heartrend- 
ing.

The Social Evil. 

No. III. 

To the Editoii. — Iu my letter of Wednes- 
day, "The passion uf n full-orbed nature," 
Bhould read, the jwmm&tion, etc.: 

The well known New York Independent, 
in reviewing what it calls a "good book ou 
n bad subject," by Dr. Elizabeth Blaokwell, 
says, "The Continental system as described 
iu Dr. Blackvvell's pages, goeH on the uoii- 
cral assumption, that more or less prom- 
iscuous intercourse between the sexes is to 
be accepted as a necessary evil, and put 
tinder regulation, with no attempt to sup- 
press it; that this practice is not to be re- 
garded as a vice, but only as an evil, and 
that the effort of the State to restrain it is 
to be applied to the women and not to the 
men who take part in it. In our view this 
cure would be worse than the disease; and 
we are, for this reason, glad to Bee the facts 
alleged in support of it denied, and the 
whole argument broken up so effectually as 
it is by Dr. Black well by aid of facts de- 
veloped" by the British parliamentary coin- 
mission. She shows that, under its opera- 
tion, social conscience is debauched, as it is 
easy to foresee it would be; the practice 
loses the character of a vice ami assumes 
that of an evil; men and women are thrown 
out of respectful relations to each other; 
(what else could be expected?) the evil, 
instead of being restrained by civil regula- 
tion, is promoted, and the government 
which reaps a profit from it comes to have 
a direct interest in supporting it; the offi- 
cial conscience is corrupted by the system; 
the police become the agents of the keepers 
of the houses; they ar ■ on terms far too in- 
timate with them, act in their interest, and 
their interference with the women engaged 
in the practice doea little good, as they are 
generally in accord with the keepers and 
act in their behalf; the promised good is 
not attained; there is little or no security 
against the dangers of promiscuous indul- 
gence; the streets are not made safe for 
women; but wherever this system prevails 
a general presumption of approachability 
lies against every lonely, unprotected or in 
any way exposed female; obscene literature 
and obscene manners spread under this sys- 
tem; its establishment has led to a horrible 
traffic in young girls and even in boys to sup- 
port the demand; it has led to the formation 
of societies to furnish men with unstresses 
at fixed prices; and, finally, it tends to 
bring the female agents in the business 
into houses where they are kept us close 
us a prison, (u) the doors being locked on 
the inside and the key with the matron; 
(/)) the girls' clothes locked up and others 
furnished which prevent them appearing 
in the street without permission; (c) a 
heavy debt being run up against them; 
and (J) they being menaced with the ex 
posuro of minor illegalities which may 
generally be discovered or invented nm\ 
magnified into the means of holding t hem 
in constant terror of the law; («) and 
finally the weekly inspection completes 
their slavery making it nearly impossible 
for those who have once fallen into the 
licensed brothels and utitU-r police super- 
vision to escape. 

Another vile consequence of thii system 
is the appearance in London and I*ari3 of 
a class of souteneurs, or "bullies," ruflians 
hired by these wretched women to afford 
them some support in the "social chaos 
where they live." It is not incredible 
that these "bullies" may be found in New 
York. They have made great trouble in 
Paris and in London, and are the legacy 
of the licensed immorality of Paris to the 
rest of the work. They follow the women 
who have been wrecked there and cast off 
by the inspectors into new fields where an 
easier system and u general "let alone' 
policy promise them a better chance. 

The conclusion from all these facts is 
rightly stated by Dr. Black well: 'Male 
lust must be restrained, in order to check 
female obscenity." There is no escape 
from this conclusion. Nothing can be ex- 
pected but growing licentiousness where 
the moral sense of women and of men is 
corrupted by laws which raise female 



sions. (4) Simplify legal proceedings 
against brothols. (5) Suppress public 
solicitation by man or woman. 

It is a happy circumstance for us in 
America that, however romiss wo have 
been iu its application, tho only policy 
which has tho sanction of public recogni- 
tion is that of Repression." 

The above quotation bears directly up- 
! on tho issue now before us. Were it not 
I for tho presence of tho obscene object les- 
! sous before tho eyes of our young people 
| every day, I should instinctively shrink 
from bringing a subject like this before 
your readers. Last year the city council 
| was memorialized upon this subject, and 
no doubt active measures would be 
taken if tho citizens wore to demand it. 
Is it necessary to call another mass meet- 
ing of citizons! What ghastly deed will 
be necessary to wake us upf Mow can 
poor despised women, desperate in their 
despair, and burning with hatred to those 
who prey upon their ruin, be trusted with 
secrets'/ Already overheard inurmurings 
are significant. 0. Watson.

There is no doubt that we in this coun- 
try have suffered as (Irent Britain has 
from tho opportunities offered by our 
easy "lot alone" system. The worn-out 
and discarded ruffians and wrecks of 
Paris and Brussels have come here. It is 
nut worth while to describe the condition 
of New York. Bad as it is it lias not yet 
become as bad as Glasgow was under a 
very similar system; and we turn with 
pleasure from these repulsive views to the 
more hopeful prospect opened by the 
repressive system, of which Glasgow in 
recent years lias furni 'led tho example, 
and which, in its pr'nol lies, methods and 
general results, is deicsioed in the little 
volume before us. 

It is a system under which all that is 
vainly sought under the Female Regula- 
tion system can be achieved, »y r o/"rod i» c- 
debauching the social ^n uI ,'\hat every 
mg woineaJ^fg and BV r |„, ly f i 
Aft- the street or oil' it becomes at once an 
approachable suspect. 

Wo cannot give tho full text of the tun- 
as adopted in (ilasgow, and there is no 
need that we should. In its nature it is a 
combination uf law, municipal vigilance 
and private and institutional bonelicence, 
applied not to the regulation but to the 
repression of the vice. It dues nut, pro- 
pose to take the evil out uf the practice 
and so far fortli encourage it by making it 
safer and less disreputable, hut to repress 
it in men and to take women out of harm's 
way. 

The police administration is a weak 
point with us, though we doubt whether 
things have yet fallen as low with us as m 
Belgium and France, where the Parlia- 
mentary Commission report the official 
conscience as debauched and on tho side 
of tho abuse complained uf. The Scotch 
laws against street walkers and solicita 
tion in general apply to both sexes, and 
give the power to arrest men as well as 
women in brothels. 

In connect ion with the law and pulice 
efficiency, Glasgow has provided Mag- 
dalen Homes and special Hospital aid for 
tho sick sufferers. These institutions are 
created and supported by private munifi- 
cence. Into the first any fallen worn m 
not diseased may enter, and directors of 
the institutions have an important duty 
of seeing that the authorities are kept at 
work suppressing brothels and street- 
walking. Tho HoBpitu! never refuses free 
aid to any applicant. Diseased women, 
applying at the Homes, are recommended 
to the Hospital. When cured, the 
Homes aro open to thorn. 

This system has been iu operation since 
1870, with these general and special re- 
sults. The streets have beon cleared of 
this disreputable business. The number 
of brothels has decreased, notwithstand- 
ing the growth of population. Claudes- 
tine vico has diminished in the same rati >. 
There has been a decrease in illegitimacy. 
Fallon women show more desire to reform. 
The crimes connected with this practice 
have decreased. The same is true of the 
diseaaoB which go with it. 

Tho general conclusion as to what 
should bo done to sot agoing this reform 
system ia summoned up by Dr. Blackwell 
in these points : (I) Arouse public opin- 
ion. (2) Provide free and sufficient medi- 
cal treatment. (:i) Found active um-
